1 . In response to the office action dated November 12, 2006 the 
Amendment has been received on March 15, 2007. 

Claims 1, 18 and 24 have been amended. 

Claims 31-36 have been newly added. 

Claims 1-36 are currently pending from this application. Claims 28-30 are 
withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to a nonelected invention. 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on March 
15, 2007 has been entered. 



EXAMINER’S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner’s amendment to the record appears below. Should the

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-27 and 31-36 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a system 

comprising: a semiconductor light emitting device capable of emitting first light having a 
first peak wavelength; a first and second fluorescent material layers, wherein at least 
one of the first fluorescent material layer and the second fluorescent material layer 
comprise a second material that is not a wavelength converting material; and the 
second fluorescent material laver is substantially free of a first wavelength converting 
material as claimed including all of the remaining limitations of the claim. Claims 2-17 
are allowable by virtue of their dependence. 

Claim 18 is allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a device 
comprising: at least one semiconductor light emitting device capable of emitting first 
light having a first peak wavelength; a first fluorescent material and a second 
fluorescent material layers; wherein the first fluorescent material layer and the second 
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fluorescent material layer are disposed in a path of light emitted by the light emitting 
device and are spaced apart from the light emitting device as claimed including all of the 
remaining limitations of the claim. Claims 19-27 and 31-36 are allowable by virtue of 
their dependence. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Response to Arguments
